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1, Mongol guerrillas frou thea Mongolian People's Republic have moved across the border 
end destroyed one road leading frow Ti~hua to Lan-chou.e Another road still exists, 
paralleling the ons that has been destroyed. This second road is elso very vulner- 
able to Mongol attack, which is expested. If this road should elso be deetroyed, 
the problem of supplying trocps in Sinkiang would be almost hopeless, and with the 
approsch of winter it would mean death to many of the Chinese troops, 


2. At the present time, the Chinese Government is engeged in building a southern road 
into Ti-hua which will lead due wast from Lan-chou vptil it reaches the desert of 
Chinese Turkestan, thon skirt the desert and head due north over the mountains into 
Tiehua. However, this road cannot te completed in less then ten months.
